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6. On 30 October, the Alvensleben Kaserne was occupied itp, about 30 percent 
of its capacity. From 19 to 30 October, about 40 men were observed 
almost daily receiving training with six AT guns and two howitzers 

on the training ground west of the installation, 

7, On 26 October, about 30 men, equipped with two trucks and one jsep, ^wtsqe doing 
spadework and training 'with mortars and machine guns near the Dissenchen 
Kaserne. No activities in the barracks area ware observed between 19 and 30 
October. The quartering buildings were unlaghtefc at night. 

3. On 25 October, a train of 52 boxcars and 1 passenger car occupied by 

enlisted men wearing re-l-bordered black epaulets with tank insignia, arrived 
at Cottbus from the direction of Fra nkf urt/Oder . 
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I I Comment, It is believed that the majority of the units of the 9th 
I-'ecz Qf v~ stationed at Cottbus returned to the post by mid-October,
